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{you thought the first wave of 

Epic's Heavy Hitter titles were 

pretty heavy, you'd better hold 
on to your love handies, because the 
second flight is so action-packed it's 
enough to make the Blob burst! Mar- 
vel/ Epic Comics Executive Editor Cart 
Potts chewed the fat with us about the 
new group of Heavy Hitters, which will 
be throwing their weight around your 
local comics shop this Fall. 

‘The first book to Weigh in is SACHS 
& VIOLENS, by those two creative 
heavyweights, Peter 
David and George 
Perez. SACHS & 
VIOLENS is a four- 
issue monthly limit- 
ed series about a 
fashion photogra- 
pher/ former military 
man named Ernie 
Violens, and his 
favorite model, 
Jennifer Sachs, who 
investigate a mur- 
der. Carl _said 
SACHS & VIOLENS 
“explores the con- 
nection between s*x 
and violence,” but 
promised it won't be 
heavy-handed! It 
will, however, be 
aimed at a mature 
audience 

Next Carl gave 
us the skinny on 
TERRARISTS, a 4-issue monthly limited 
series which comes to us from MAR- 
SHAL LAW creator Pat Mills and Tony 
Skinner, with fully-painted art by John 
Erasmus. TERRARISTS takes place in 
the not-too-distant future, when the 
ecological state of the planet is so bad 
that the Earth creates.a team of Eco- 
Warriors to save it. (Go Planet!) Carl 
said TERRARISTS js "jammed-full of 
action, strong characters, and twists 
and tums." 

The Heaviest Hitter to date is the 
HEAVY HITTERS ANNUAL, a pleasant- 
ly plump 64-page one-shot which fea- 
tures A pseudo-crossover of FEUD, 
SPYKE, LAWDOG, ALIEN LEGION, and 
TROUBLE WITH GIRLS in twelve-page 
stories each. Although the characters 
from the different series don't actually 
meet each other, they all must deal with 
the threat of reality bombs from Law-

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dog's universe. The wrap-around cover 
is a jam by all the artists on the inside. 

Another crossover you'll want to 
weight-watch out for is LAWDOG VS. 
GRIMROD (from ALIEN LEGION). That 
one's by Chuck Dixon and new PUN- 
ISHER penciler Hoang Nguyen, with a 
cover by Flint Henry. 

One book that can really hold its 
heavy water is DRAGON LINES: THE 
WAY OF THE WARRIOR. This one runs 
for two issues, with the same creative 
team as the first DRAGON LINES, 
Peter Quinones and Ron Lim. Editor 
David Wohl (he ain't Heavy Hitter — 
he's my brother) informed us that DL2 
introduces a new character known as 
Tao, who “has incredible power and 
doesn't know how to use it.” Dave 
feels a special fondness for DRAGON 
LINES, as “my role as the trickster at 
Marvel is much like the Monkey King's 
role in the universe.” 

Tipping the Epic scales are tons of 
other projects, including: BINARY 
DEEP, an ALIEN LEGION one-shot by 
Chuck Dixon and Alacatena, which 
has Montroc on a quest to free his 
father. LAWDOG continues as a 
monthly series by Chuck Dixon and 
Flint Henry. WAR MAN js a two-issue 
limited series about an arms dealer who 
is forced to confront the reality of vio- 
lence, served up by Chuck Dixon and 
Zanotto. And BRATS BIZARRE, a 4- 
issue limited series by Mills, Skinner, 
and Duke Mighten deals with super” 
powered infinks. 

Each book in the second wave of 
Heavy Hitters (including issues #7-10 
of LAWDOG) will come with a trading 
card bound inside — but not bagged. 
Stressed Carl, “We don’t like bags! 
We want people to see what they're 
buying.” 

‘There you have it, actions-lovers. 
‘These books are coming soon, so get 
ready ... get heavy-set ... and go down 
to your comics shop for a steady diet of 
action and adventure from the Heavy 
Hitters line!
